Inasmuch as counsel have very ably, 
argued the question which, alone, they havé 
Stipulated to submit, 1 regret to say that, in 
my — their stipulation must be disre- 
garded, 

I think the lower court properly declined 
to consider the question as to whether the 
justice’s court merely erred in denying’ a 
jury trial. That court exhausted its author- 
ity, on the application for the writ of * 
bibition, in determining, as it did, that the 
act sought to be prohibited was not in ex- 
cess of the jurisdiction of the justice’s 
court, and that the defendant had a remedy 
by appeal. It could not, on that application, 
arrest or review the mere errors of the jus- 
tice’s court about to be committed within 
the province of its jurisdiction, and thus. 
make the writ ot prohibition, or the applica- 
tion for it, serve the purpose of an appeal. 
The same rule must be applied to the case 
here on this appeal, otherwise, this court 
must exercise mere appellate jurisdiction by 
means of a writ of prohibition, without any 
appeal, end in a case to which the appellate 
jurisdiction of this court does not extend. 

It is, therefore, unnecessary, for any pur- 
pose of this appeal, to decide whether or 
not the appellant was entitled toa jury 
trial in the justice’s ceurt; and the expres- 
sion of an opinion upon this question would 
be improper, notwithstanding the stipula- 


opinion would have no bearing upon any 
material question to be decided, and no 
proper effect as authority or otherwise. 
(State vs. McGlynn, 20 Ca., 276.)

In this, however, they are mistaken, 
for shortly after the cable roads began 
operations action was taken by the 
municipal authorities. Mayor Hazard 
was fully alive to the dangers of the 
cable system, and, in order to gain any 
and all information on the subject, 
wrote to the Mayors of San Francisco 
and Chicago, which cities have the 
most extensive and complete cable sys- 
tems in the world, inquiring as to the 
effectiveness of guards around the cars 
to prevent acciderts, and asking what, 
if any, patented divice was in use that 
was satisfactory. The letters were 
romptly answered, and Have since 
en on file in Mayor Hazard’s office, 
that of the Mayor of San Francisco, 
by his clerk, being as follows: 
SAN Francisco, Oct. 12, 1889. 
Hon. Henry T. Hazard, Mayor, Los 
Angeles—DEAR Str: I have been re- 


‘quested by Mayor Pond to acknowledge re- 


ceipt of your favor of the 7th inst., miking 
inquiries as to guards around street railway 
cars to prevent accidents, 
I inclose a copy of the order of the Board 
of Supervisors governing the matter, which 
has in most cases been complied with only 
partially, and the devices which are in use 
are in my individual opinion of little use. 
The contrivauces at present used consist 
merely of frameworks of rods placed iu front 
of cars und extending along the sides, the 
rods being of gas pipe four to six inches 
apart, and extending to within about an 
inch and one-half of the ground. 
The only patented attachment in use 
seems to be that attached to the cars of the 
Ferries and Cliff House Railway Company, 
which is described as follows: 
“It is composed of a triangular upright 
guard made of wood and iron, with upright 
wooden rollers covered with rubber, known 
as the Edward's patent, placed in front of 
the car, reaching within about one and one- 
half inches of the roadway, and extending 
fuli width of the track, and guards made of 
wire attached to both sides of the car, and 
reaching as near as practicable to the road- 
way. 
I do not think myself that any device in 
use is worth anything as a safecuard 
against accident, and it seems to mo to mat- 
ter little whether one is run over by the 
wheels or — vy the safety guards.

Notwithstanding the fact that the 
inquiries were not very encouraging, 
the Council determined to make the 
best of things, and accordingly the 
San Francisco ordinance was passed 
by the Council of this city, but, owing 
to the large amount of work necessary 
to properly equip the cars with the 
devices, the company was given until 
the lst of April to put their cars in the 
shape required by the law. This ordi- 
nance is now on the statute books, and 
by the time that its provisions go into 
effect it is more than likely that it will 
be complied with, as the cable company 
is as anxious as the public to do every- 
thing tliat will lessen the dangers of 
the traffic. In fact, when Mayor Haz- 
ard first spoke to Supt. Robinson, the 
latter said that, so far as known, no 
device had as yet been invented that 
had proved satisfactory, but that just 
assoon as anything could be found 
that would fill the bill, the cable com- 


pany, in the interests of humanity and 


as a matter of business, would at once 
equip its cars with it, without being 
forced to do so by the Council. 

The San “Francisco ordinance re- 


ferred to in the above letter, and which 


is identical with the one now on the 
statute books of this city, to go into 
effect April Ist, is as follows: 


SEecTION I. It shall be unlawful on and 
after August 1, 1889, for any person, com- 
pany or corporation operating cars for the 
conveyance of passengers, propelled by 
means of wire ropes attached to stationary

THE ‘LOTTERY BUSINESS A DE- 
CIDED MOVE. 


The Chief of Police yesterday 
op*hed the crusade against the Louisi- 
ana lottery ticket sellets, by serving 
upon them twelve warrants ot arrest. 
The Chief is said to have the evidence 
for the conviction of these people-in 
good shape, and declares that there 


be pushed to a conclusion. 

For years past, California is sup- 
posed to have been the leading con- 
tributor to the coffers ofthe Louisiana 
State Lottery. The amount atatéd to 
be annually taken outof the State by 
this gigantic confidence game looks 
scarcely credible, when put in black 
and white. It is an enticing game to 
play, and its very simplicity lends it 
additional charms, which appeal to all 
classes. All you have todo Is to buy a 
numbered ticket for a dollar, and then 
wait until the list of prizes is published 


and in some of the newspapers. 
Then your number. may be found 
among those drawing prizes—or it may 
not. As a safe investment, which 
will add toa bank reserve against de- 
clining years, a bet that the number 
Will not be found in the list may be 


estate mortgages from prudential rea- 
sons. Another still safer bet would 
be that, should the number by a great 
chance be found there, it will have ap- 
pended toita very modest prize, en- 
titling the drawer toa sum just large 
enough—say $10 or $20—to induce him 
or her to nibbie again—and lose. 

The enormous profits made by this 
concern may be judged of by the great 
offers which the company has made to 
the State of Louisiana for a renewal 
of its charter, which soon expires. 
Yet, in spite of all this, people con- 
tinue to buy the tickets, and will con- 
tinue to do so, unless protected against 
themselves, Of course, people will 
continue to send direct to Now Orleans 
for tickets, but only a fraction of those 
who now buy will continue to do so, 
when they have to sit down, write a 
letter and remit.money to New Orleans 
to get a ticket. At present, the tick- 
ets are peddled from door to door, like 
oranges. 
The Louisiana scheme is a double 
evil. It is not only a demoralizing 
gambling game, but it takes a large 
amount of money out of the State, 
never to return. If we are to have a 
lottery at all, we should have a home 
institution. But the law of the State 
says that lotteries, and the sale of lot- 
tery tickets, are illegal, Several inde- 
cisive attempts have been made by 
previous municipal administrations to 
stop the practice, but such attempts 
have hitherto all fallen still-born. 
Now an attempt is being made which 
we are assured will be pushed through. 
The authorities—the Police Commis- 
sion—deserve credit for the backbone 
which they are displaying, aud the 
public should hold up their hands.

WASHINGTON (D. C.), Jan. 29.—[By the 
Associated Press.]

other commodities. The question was 
wliether the double standard of money 
should be reéstablished, or whether gold 
alone should continue to be the monetary 
standard.

THE MEDICAL SOCIETY Dis. 
CUSSES “LA GRIPPE.” 


Opinions of Various Physicians— 


Epidemic Undoubtedly Preva- 
lent Here—Remedies suggested 


A regular meeting of the Pasadena 
Medical Society was held Tuesday 
evening. Dr. Adams occupied the 
chair, and the other members present 


Van Slyck, Fraser, Shumway, New- 
man and Pinckney. 

The minutes of the last meeting were 
read and approved. The name of Dr. 
J. H. Shultz was presented for mem- 
bership, and he was elected. 2 

The interest of the meeting centere 
on the discussion of the subject of 
La grippe,“ as it exists in Pasadena. 
Dr. D. B. Van Slyck was the first 
speaker, He said he was at first dubi- 
ous as to whether or not the disease is 
epidemic, but the many typical cases 
that have recently come under his 
treatment, he said, convinced him that 
itisso. La grippe was described as 
following the course of catarrhal fever, 
beginning with a fever combined with 
chilliness. Temperature at first, ina 
special case referred to, was said to 
have been 104 degrees. This gradually 
subsided about the third day. “The 
marked feature of the disease,“ con- 
tinued Dr. Van Slyck, in severe cases 
is great prostration. Convalescence is 
slow. All cases that have come under 
my care began with a severe head- 
ache. In some cases there is acute 
bronchitis and fever; in others the pa- 
tients are afflicted with severe pains in 
the joints and bowels, usually com- 
bined with acough. The latter symp- 
toms usually last not over twenty-four 
hours, and disappear suddenly. The 


rostration lasts even less time. 
n some cases there are 
chills and a4 high fever, 


which continue three or four days. 
Couvalescence in such cases is rapid. I 
have not seen severe bronchitis or 
pneumonia engrafted in any of my 
cases. 

The following treatment was recom- 
mended: ‘Fifteen grains of phenac- 
etine at first, and every two hours 
after, if required, in smalier doses; 
this to be taken with Dover’s powders 
and quinine, although the latter drug 
is not to be depended upon.” mye 

Before closing, the speaker said 
that, in his opinion, the disease is 
much milder in this climate than in 
the East, and that the surprising 
death-rate in various sections of the 
country is due to the complications 
that arise in those suffering from 
some chronic disease. La grippe was 
not regarded as more fatal than ordi- 
nary influenza, as is met with every 
year, and the belief was expressed that 
the epidemic is on the wane. 

Dr. Shumway spoke of some cases 
he had met in his practice, and agreed 
with Dr. Van Slyck that it is not un- 
usual for the people of the East to 
have epidemics of influenza when the 
winter is favorable to its * 
as this one has been. Drs. Newman 
and Shultz referred briefly and to 
much the same effect to’their la grippe 
patients. Dr. Fraser followed, men- 
tioning a case of croup in connection 
with la grippe. 

Dr. Pinckney said he began treating 
cases exhibiting symptoms of la grippe 
as ordinary colds, not admitting that 
the prevailing epidemic had reached 
Pasadena. I, however, met with an 
interesting case of a lady teacher 
whose temperature was 102} and res- 
piration 35. I treated her with anti- 
febrin. The respiration increased, 
and at one time was as high 
as 50. The violence of the case was 
thought to be due in. part to family 
asthma dating far back. In the ma- 
jority of Dr. Pinckney’s cases the tem- 
perature seldom went above 102. 

Dr. Newman inquired in regard to 
the percentage of incubation noticed 
by Dr. Van Slyck. He did not think 
his own cases showed any evidences of 


contagion. Dr. Van Slyck told of a 


{case where 55 grains of phenacetine 


had been taken by mistake in 15 hours 
without any ill result. Drs. Rowland 
and Van Slyck extolled phenacetine, 
while Drs. Pinckney and Newman said 
they had not met with favorabie re- 
sults from its use, but preferred anti- 
febrin. 

All present, however, showed a great 
unanimity of opinion with regard to 
the nature and spread ot the disease 
and of its treatment.

CONVENT OF HOLY Names. 


The Dedication—A Fine Building in 
Sightly mona. 

Yesterday the Dew Convent of the 
Holy Names of Jesus and Mary, at 
Ramona, on the borders of Pasadena, 
was dedicated by the high authorities 
of the church in the presence of a large 
and distinguished audience of county 
people. 

For some months past Pasadenians 
have seen the large building slowly 
rising against the foothills to the 
south, and many have wondered what 
it was. The convent is a branch of the 
Oakland and Canadian system, and is 
entirely educational. 2 

Mr. J. de Barth Shorb contributed 
part of the land, and by slow degrees 
the building has been compieted, 
and now forms one of the 
ornaments of our southern boundary 
and another step in filling up the 
country. The building isa stylish one, 
four stories in hight, standing on a 
sightly hill within five minutes’ drive 
of the Raymond Station on the South- 
ern Pacific. It is not like the typical 
convent, but is bright and cheery in 


Christian home where young ladies 
will be cultivated amid artistic sur- 
roundings. Entering the building we 
were met by the courteous sisters, 
Sister Superior Augustine being in 
charge. To the right is a fine drawing- 
room, bright, cheery, hung with hand- 
some painting and works of art from 
the studio. Bright, carpets, books, etc., 
give one a most pleasant and 
favorable impression. On the left of 
the entrance is the office of the Sister 
Superior, and leading from this an 
elegant and commodious chapel, capa- 
ble of holding one hundred and fifty 
or more. The stations here are par- 
ticularly elegant, being in high relief. 
They were imported especially for this 
convent. The altar cloth and decora-. 
tions are unusually fine, the former 
being hand painted and very ex- 
pensive. Back of these rooms are 
numerous lavatories, the latter bein 

found on every floor, the cheerfu 

dining-rooms, etc., while below is the 
kitchen, which is all that it should be. 
On the second floor we find the room 
of the Sister Superior and others, 
the music rooms, where the 
young ladies practice and study. 
Here is the studio, a most delightful 
den.“ under the charge of the artist 
of the convent sisters, The walls are 
adorned with sketches, study models 
and the various appliances of the 
artist. ‘The samples of work by 
students show that this branch is un- 
usually well developed here. On the 
opposite side of this floor are the 
schoolrooms, large, airy and pleasant. 
In fact, every room in the house is 
sunny some time during the day. 

On the floor above are the dormi- 
tories, containing the apartments of 
the young ladies, bright and cheery in 
every respect. The school opens ina 
very propitious manner, a large num- 
ber of young ladies being already 
there, among them two of the 
daughters of Mr. J. de Barth Shorb. 
The grounds of the convent have not 
— been laid out, owing to the rains—

One 
feature of the convent school which is 
of interest, the pupils are both Pro- 
testant and Catholic, and no influence 
is brought to bear upon them.

It is 
said,“ says Drone, that no crop in the 
United States presents an appearance 
so beautiful as growing cotton, espe- 
cially at the gathering season, when the 
globes of snowy wool are seen among 
the glossy, dark gy leaves; and 
the beauty of the plantation is 
still greater in the hotter countries, 
where the yellow blossom or flower, 
and the ripened bolls are seen at the 
same time. In June the cottonfields 
present the appearance of vast flower 
gardens. The blossom resembles that 
of the hollyhock, and has the peculiar- 
‘ity of changing color from day to day. 
A flower‘opening in the morning of a 
pale straw color, by noon will be pure 
white, in the afternoon faint pink, and 
the next morning clear pink. The 
blossom of the sea island, however, is 
always pale yellow.“ The season best 
adapted to the growth are a wet and 
warm spring, enabling the young 
plants to become well started and 
firmly set in the soil; a long, hot 
summer, with bright days and 
dewy nights and occasional showers to 
mature the bolls; and a long, dry 
autumn, giving full time for gathering 
the crop. -In the Southern States it is 
cultivated from the seed, sown gener- 
ally in March and April, in rows four 
to five feet apart, andin drills 18 inches 
apart. Light soil, even if sandy, is 
preferred. Picking begins early in 
August and continues until November, 
sometimes until late in December (the 
lant continuing to produce and ripen 
bolls of cotton until the appearance of 
frost), the height of the season being 
in October. Its culture was early ex- 
perimented with in Southern California, 
and doubtless would twenty years ago 
have been extensively prosecuted had 
there been a market for it. The 
want of it caused it to languish for 
nearly a generation, until now the es- 
tablisbment of miils at East Oakland 
revives interest in it, furnishes a mar- 
ket, seed and all needful information, 
from which encouragement it is not 
unreasonable to hope that extensive 
plantation and other mills may re- 
sult throughout Southern California.
